EX-CONGRESSMAN TAULBEE IS DEAD, 


He Pays the Penalty of His Attack on 
Mincatd with Mis tife. 

Wasuineros, D. C., March 11.—[{Special. }— 
Ex-Congressman Tauibee has paid the penal- 
ty for his basty attack on UOorrespondent 
Kincaid with his life, He died this morning 
just at daybreak. His son, brother, and 
brother-in-law, Mr. ana Mrs. Richardson, with 
whom he boarded for a time, were with him 
in his last hours on earth. He made no 
statement as to the causes that led to the af- 
fray. .For the last three or four days Mr. 
Taulbee had been delirious and unable to taik 
coherently. The District-Attorney. went to 
Providence Hospital to get an ante-mortem 
statement, but Mr. Taulbee was notin a suit- 
abie condition to tell the story of his troubles 
with Kincaid. 

The only witness to the shooting was Sam 
Donelson, the ex-Doorkeeper of the House. 
He has not made a deciaration of the events 
that immediately preceded the shoot- 
ing. He has intimated to some of his 
immediate friends that he believea Kin- 
caid was the immediate aggressor, but 
beyond that bas said nothing. Mr. Donelson 
has been subpcenaed to appear before the 
Coroner’s jury tomorrow, and then for the 
first time he will give his evidence. Donel- 
son and Taulbee were great friends.’ Taulbee 
suffered intensely at times. For three days 
before his death he had been kept alive by 
the constant.use of hypodermic injections of 
morphine. He was delirious most of ihe 
time and probably did not realize how des- 
perately he was wounded. He was 
ill just eleven days and during nine 
days and nights his brother, Dr. Taui- 
bee, never left the room in which he lay. 
Mr. Taulbee’s last moments on earth were 
peaceful. Hs suffered littie or no pain as his 
life slowly ebbed awsy. His wife arrived in 
the city at 4 o'clock this afternoon, and with 
her son and Dr. Taulvee’ will accompay the 
body to Mount Sterling, where it ‘will be 
buried.

Mr. Lester’s illness was paresis. His heaith 
began to decline last summer. He and Mrs. 
Lester had spent the fall and winter in 
Southern California. They returned about 
six weeks dgo, but the climate here was 
depressing to Mr. Lester and they started for 
Jekyll Isiand, Ga. 

But in New York Mr. Lester grew much 
worse and returned to Chicago. Sunday 
night ge began to sink and never recovered. 

His full name was John Threadgold: Les- 
ter. He was born in Howden, Yorkshire, 
May 27, 1848. Hecame to Chicago in 1857 
anc Oegan work as office boy in’ Thomas 
Shergold’s paint. and oil store, Mr. 
Shnergold was destined later to become 
Lester’s father-in-law. In. 1860 the young 
Yorksbireman was. Shia’ at the Sien of the 
Golden Fleece, & well-known dry-goods 
store kept by A. G. Downs. He was so small 
then‘that he had to stand on a box to keep | 
the petty cash accounts. 

In 1863 he made the acquaintance of puts 
aud calls when he became bookkeeper for the 
firm'of Murry Nelson & Co., and in 1864 he 
was the junior member of the Board of Trade 
firm of Denison & Lester. He later on was 
partner with Charlies Hinckley, and after 
that went alone for some two’ or wee years 
before the fire. 

In 1874 the firm was Livok & Saiiter: and in 


1880 the firm.of J.T. Lester & Co. was or- 


ganized, the other members being Charlies 


Schwartz, D. V. Willard of New York,

Peters joined the firm, and in 1887 the 
partouership was dissolved and Mr. Lester 
practically went out of business, although 
he did a littie speculating now and then, and 
Stewart L. Moore, his contidential. man- 
ager, preserved the name ana some of 
the business of John T. Lester & Co. 
But the tirst of this year he closed up bis 
business entirely. . 

His fortune is estimated at over $1,000,000, 
made altogether by speculation. The prompt- 
ness of his judgment and his re- 
liance .on first impressions #§§ were 
what he generally ascribed his success 
to. He was regarded as the best judge in 
Chicago of local securities, and he made a 
lot of money by knowing just what back 
stock and stréet railway bonds were worth. 

He was the first man to introduce a pri- 
vate wire into the brokerage business. Huis 
office did the largest transactuon op record. 
It was in April, 1884, when 28,000,000 bushels 
of wheat were transferred in three days. 


Ho was a stockhpider in the First Na- 


tional Bank, the Merchants’ Loan and 
Trust company, ‘the Union National 
Bank (of which he was a director), 
the Continental, and the Union National 
Bank of Dulutn, of Which he was the found- 
er.

The exhaustive report by Capt. 


United States Engineers, on the proposed 
routes for a waterway from Lake Michigan 
to thé Mississippi River via the Illinois 
River, was submitted today by the Secretary 
of War. The document incjaded full reports 
‘and tabulated statements and.drainings by 


the engineer officers who made the examina- 


tions and surveys of the routes. 


'. Capt. Marshall says: 


The most practicable routes across the 
Chicago divide, and which have long been 
koaown ane recognized, are two, each of 
which admits choice of location, the valleys 
being .gnies wide. First, by way of the Cai- 
cago River and its South Fork and the pres- 
ent jocation of tne Illinois River and Mich- 
— Canal,or Mud Lake and the Ogden 

iteb to the Desplaines Kiver summit, about 
twelve miles from the Cuy-Hall of Chicago 
and about eight miles from Bridgeport, 
thence via the Desplaines River Valley, unit- 
ing at Sag Bridge with route two, which is 
via the Grana and Little Calumet Rivers to 
Blue Isiand, thence westward along the old 
Caiumet feeder route to the laines 
River at Sag Bridge. | 

There is a practicable detour from the sec- 
ond ronte which leaves the old feeder line 
@ short distance west of Blue Isiand and 
passes in a more direct line south of Louis 
Isiand, and uniting again with the feeder 
line about five miles east of Sag Bridge. The

Tariff and internal taxation might be 
pushed to the point of raising $500,000,000 per 
annum, but this sum would not meet the de- 
mands of borrowers and the increased cost 
of living would be so great that the people 
could not and would not tolerate the burden, 
The alternative would be to start the print 
ing presses apa issue billions of fiat money 
to be used by debtors as legal tender 
in redeeming their mortgages. As 
soon as the gold - reserve shoulda be 
diverted from its wroper purpose legal- 
tender motes would begin to depreci- 
ate, and when it was known that we 
Government was to print enough greenbacks 
to enable. ali real-estate holders to take up 
their interest-bearime mortgages the money 
would be about equal in value to Confederate 
curreacy in the last year of the Rebellion. 
Tnus borrowers might have the help of the 
Government to escape their debts by paying 
them in sbhinplasters. To accomplish such 
robbery as that Senator Stanford’s scheme 
would upset the entire monetary apd busi- 
ness condition of the country and afflict the 
peopie with a worthless and irredeemable 
currency. Itjs marvelous that a man repre- 
senting a hard-money State like California 
should indorse such a chimerical scheme, 
Stil, quite a number of people look on Stan- 
ford as.a great financier because he made 
forty millions in dealing with the Govern- 
ment, and came out of the Pacific railroad 
transaction as one of the “Big Four.” But 
because he and a few others obtained credit 
and money on very peculiar terms from the 
Government and thereby enriched them- 
selves, it does not follow that the same re- 
sult could be reached with ali the debtors in 
the United States by any scheme. The Gov- 
eroment has withstwod the loss of tens of 
millions in the subsidized Pacific roads, but 
the billions that would be required to take up 
ali loans and mortgages in the country wouid 
be a burden beyond its strength and would 
bury it in ruins. 


A MALIGNANT BOSTON MUGWUMP. 
The most malignant and unscrupulous at- 


tack which has yet been made upon Chicago 
since the vote in the House to place the 
Columbus Fair here appears in the mug- 
wump Boston eaid under the caption, 
“What Will Chicago Do with it?” The gen- 
eral drift of this article is in effect that Chi-

She has permitted in- 
stitutions dedicated to education to wither and 
perish and their buildings to be sold under the 
hammer of the auctioneer. She has steadily re- 
fused to do anything toward putting her public 
library books into a genes duilding. Her 
parks, extensive enovu Gre without any but 
Lhe Scantiest embellis chcon and some of the 
sculptures already accepted for them are fit for 
laughter or pity. She includes among her archi- 
tects some of the abiest men of that profession 
in the eg They can devise appropriate 
roofing for a World’s Fair if speculation and in- 
trigue allow them proper space. But after the 
roofs are ready and the walis inclosed what wili 
Chicago put within them?! 


Suppose all tne Herald alleges were true, 
what tuen? It will concede that until the 
Paris Exposition of last year Philadelphia 
gave the greatest and most successful Fair 
Ahe world had ever seen, and in what respect 
was Philadelphia better qualified than Chi- 
cago to make a successful exhibition? What 
did Philadelphia have of its own to show in 
art, in architecture, in music, in museums, 
in literary societies, in any department out- 
side of the purély material that attested her 
ability to conduct an Exposition of this kind? 
She was at that time acity with only about 
three-fifths the present population of Chica- 
go, filled with an honest, slow-going, hard- 
working, plodding mechanical people, most- 
ly engaged in making tools, carpets, and 
woolen goods. What art galleries, museums, 
architectural display, musical entertain- 
ments, statuary, horticultural, agricultural, 
mineralogical, or other collections could she 
present that would attract visitors? And 
yetshe made the best exhibition that had 
ever been seen until that of Paris last sum- 
mer. Ali things bemg even, then, what is 
to hinder the millionor more people of Chi- 
cago, whose energy, enterprise, public spirit, 
and local pride are not questioned, from 
making an exhibition even more successful 
than that at Philadelphia? We cannot apply 
the question to Boston, for that city has 
never dared to entertain the idea of having a 
National or even local exhibition. 

The tissue of false statement in the Her- 
ald’s article either convicts that paper of de- 
liberate malice or it reflects the provinciai- 
ism of a city which was once American and 
is now foreign;.which was once the center 
of culture andis now principally roted as 
the habitat of boxer Sullivan and the 
dreamer Bellamy; which has a singie park 
of the dimensions and natural beauty of a 
©ow-pasture; which, more thaa two centuries 
old, has but one art museum; which has but 
one public library; which bas a few statues 
even shabbier than those of New York; 
which has forced its littérateurs to go to 
other cities to make a living; Which is loox- 
ing forward to its art future by askmg for 
replicas of works of art ordered for Chicago; 
which depends for its attractions upon the 
slowly decaying reminiscences of wu past 
century; and whose people are too finical 
and affected, too local and Stationary by 
habit to know what tnere is beyond their 
marrow horizon, content to vegetate in 
crooxed streets laid out by cows, and expect-.

SEWERS IN THE ANNEXZID WARDS. 

The Council passed Monday night the most 
important ordinance it has had pefore it 
since the annexation of the suburbs last 
summer. ‘It is the one which setties the ais- 
puted question as to how the cost. of build- 
mg sewers in: the new wards shall be de- 
frayed, The ordinance provides that their 
old system of building them by specia) 
assessment shall be retained, ana that .the 
faulty system of construction by generai tax, 
to which the old city unfortunately commit- 
ted itself, shall not ba forced on the an- 
nexed property-owners. In order that there 
may be no complaint that suburban property 
while paying special assessments for the con- 
struction of its own sewers is also paying -a 
general tax to build them in the parent city, 
itis directed that when a suburban lot is 
assessed for a sewer. the property shall be 
credited in the form of a rebate with all 
that 1t has ever paid in the form of a general 
tax for sewer construction purposes. 

This settlement is an eminently fair one. 
It hberates the old wards from the possi- 
bility of a tax of $20,000,000 for improvements 
in the new, and it assures the new ones a 
certainty of gettwwge their work done better 
and a third cheaper than has been the case. 
Sewer construction in the suburbs has been 
a good deal of a costly farce. To begin with, 
materiais of all kinds cost the smaller piace 
more thau they did the largerone. The con- 
“tractors, not being’so sure of getting their 
money, bid higher. The little town bosses, 
having no one to watch them, had their per- 
quisites, and the contractor made himself 
good by scamping the work. It was because 
of this inferior construction that it cost the 
old city $15,000 last year to repair burst, 
broken, and badiy-built sewers in Hyde Park. 

Property-owners will have their work bet- 
ter and cheaper done, and can have it done 
when they want to. If they relied on the 
general fund for sewers they would never 
get them. There can be but $600,000 raised 
for the purpose this year, and the Jefferson 
ward alone has asked for three sewers to 
cost $831,000. The residents in the suburbs 
saw this before annexation, and hence it was 
meny of them insisted on the retention of 
their special assessment system, as they saw 
clearly that otherwise they would never get 
any improvements. 

The new wards also gain by reason of the 
fact that the bulk of the expense for the 
maintenance of sewers will fali on the inside 
waris. There will in-the course of time be 
sO many more miles sf sewers outside the old 
limits than within them, while taxable prop- 
erty will be distributed in just the opposite 
fashion, that the dwellers in the annexed 
wards may well congratulate themselves on 
the good bargain they haye made. 

The Aldermen from the annexed districts 
made a united effort night before last to 
throw the cost of construction of ail the sew- 
ers on the taxpaysrs of the old city. Nobody 
will abuse tnem for that, especially as they 
failed. An élection is sdon to come off and 
mosiof them want to be returned to the 
Council. They believed that by making this 
sewer fight they wquid gain popularity among 
their constituents, and some of them thought 
it might blot out the memory of some shady 
transactions. Therefore for purely personal 
reasons they tried to do something which 
the intelligeat ones knew was wrong. Had 
the Aldermen from the old wards allowed 
this grab-game to succeed they would have 
been neglectful. of their duty, and none of 
them would have found their way to the 
Council again. But no harm was done, and 
no need for reproaching any one. 

The sewer question having now been set- 
tled, all hands can go ahead intelligentiy. 
The unsewered streets in the old city will be 
improved by generai tax, In the suburbs, 
when the property-owner thinks there is a 
demand for it, he can have a sewer con- 
structed. Those who have already paid as- 
sessments for sewers are freed from what 
they would justly consider the outrage of 
having to pay a general tax for the con- 
struction of those which weir neighbors will 
use. Persons living outside the present city 
limits, but who-expect to be soon annexed, 
will see the policy on which the city has 
definitely determined, and will govern them- 
selves accordingly. I[t is a just, wise or- 
dinance, even if it does favor the new wards.

W hat are the precedents? Have they been

Jackson was sensational enough with his 
war on the United States Bank. He crushed 
itand opened the way for the wildcat State 
banks, with their flood of rotten currency. 
He paved the way for that distressful and 
disastrous panic of 1837, which over- 
whelmingly beat Van Buren in 1840 anda drove 
from power that great Democratic party 
which seemed absolute master of the country. 

Gen. Harrison had no policy outside of his 
party’s, but unfortunately he died early in his 
Administration and Tyler succeeded him. He, 
betraying the party which elected him, un- 
dertook to dominate both it and Congress, 
How miserably he failed. how the country 
spurned him, and whata dishonored name 
he left behind bim, all old men know.

Fifthly, Andrew Johnson invented “my 
policy’ and tried to make good to the Rebels 
all they had lost,by their treason against the 
Union, and to restore the seceded States into 
the Union without the action of Congress, 
He sold out utterly to those old slave-drivers 
who despised him and whom he had fought 
all his life, and his memory was execrated 
by the great Union party whomhe betrayed 
in pushing his great sensational policy. 

Sixthly, Mr. Cleveiand, cutting loose from 
the platform of tis party, deluged Congress 
with messages devoted to hig special policy 
of free trade.

THE GERMAN EMPEROR’S THREAT. 

In the course of his belligerent speech at 
Brandenburg the young Emperor is reported 
to have s&id: “I seein the people and the 
land intrusted to me by God a talent which, 
as the Bible says, it is my duty to increase. 
I mean with all my strength to so trade with 
my talent that I will be enabled to add an- 
other thereto,’”’ This declaratuon certainly 
heid out good hope that he was about to use 
his talent wisely, butin the next breath the 
hope is dissipated: “Those who help me I 
shall heartily welcome; those who oppose me 
I dash to pieces.’”’ This is a declaration of 
the most radical absolutism, and if this be 
the manner in which he proposes to use his 
talent it is doubtful whether he will ada an- 
other talent thereto, 

Such a detiant utterance as this, made at a 
time when the Government cannot pass a 
measure of any Kind @xcept by combination 
with some other conservative faction, does 
not indicate that the young Emperor pos- 
sesses much faculty of finesse and at the 
same time has aharsh and incoasistent sound 
when compared with his receut concihatory 
declarations in the matter of the condition 
and privileges of the working people. The 
wrath of the Emperor is undoubtedly directed 
rather against the Liberals than the Social- 
ists, though the latter have more than trepled 
their numbers in the Reichstag. If it 
were the mere matter of socialism he 
would not be disturbed, for the Liberals 
are as strongly opposed to the Socialists 
as are the Conservatives, and on that single 
issue the Government could make a strong 
combination. The Liberals, however, have 
made even greater gains than the Socialists, 
and are aiming not at social reforms, iabor 
reforms, or Utopias, but at the Government 


} itself and the principle of absolutism and 


autocracy. They are the natural enemies of 
the Government and unquestionabiy are the 
onjects of this furious and unwise menace.

would come to an end naturally lost all relish: 


for riches, especially when they had been told 
how difficult it was for arich man to enter the 
Kinedom of Heaven. If it were to be an- 
nounced today that the world were to come 
toan endafew years hence, and the people 
were to sincerely believe the messag® a true 
one, there would be a great change in the 
conduct of mankind. There would be no 
thirst for office nor greed for gain, but more 
prayer and fasting. The farmer would not 
force his fields to their uttermost production 
or thé manufacturer drive his engines at 
‘their full rate of speed, The rich would 
giadly devote their surplus to support of the 
poor and to cease striving for wealth. The 
Apostles, believing they were soon to sit on 
tweivé thrones and judge Israel, paid littie 
attention to mundaste matters, and those who 
believed in the speedy advent of Christ and 
end of the world were disposed to become 
** Apostolic Socialists.”’ 

As the little community at Jerusalem grew 
in numbers a change took place in its consti- 
tution, At first “all that. believed were to- 
gether, and had all things common, and sold 
their possessions and goods, and parted 
them to ailas every man had need.’”’ Soon 
the Aposties gave themselves up entirely 
“to prayer and the ministry of the Word,” 
did nd manual labor, ana were supported 
from the common fund, which was made up 
of the earnings of some and the contributions 
from the wealth of others. There were many 
who gave with great liberality, but did not 
give all their posséssions, as is shown by the 
case of Ananias and Sapplhira, who died, not 
because they had kept back a part, but because 
they had faisely pretended to give the whole 
of their property to. the praying bands of 
Adventists. But as the congregation grew 
the original community idea became im- 
practicdble—in the cause of slave members it 
could mot exist—and was replaced by a 
scheme of benevolence and almsgiving, the 
intention being that no one in the flock 
should suffer while any one was able to 
furnish relief. 

The motive, then, which produced this short- 
lived communism was by far the strongest 
that can be brought to bearon man. As the 
experience of Millerites and other Adventists 
has shown, it has not lost its force. Yet its 
influence lasted at Jerusalem but for a com- 
paratively short time. When the Socialists 
can get as stronga “pull” of men as that 
which worked on the First Church they may 
hope to succeed for a season; but not before. 
Force cannot do it.. The inherent laziness of 
man cannot, for that is antagonized by his 
acquisitiveness. The Socialists cannot scare 
mankind into it by threats of a speedy de- 
struction of the earth, for they believe notnh- 
ing of the kind. They scout at the millen- 
nium, aud say man will be here till the cool- 
ing sun refuses to warm the earth and all 
forms of life aré frozén into death. 

As the Socialiste cannot employ the Ad- 
ventist worid-ending motive, which was so 
potentin the first century, they rannot use 
as an.argument the effects which that tre- 
mendous motive produced. Coming from 
them the Apestolic Socialistic illustraton 
has no force or application. Nor is there any 
reason Why a@ Cnristian minister of today

Featherston’s nolary pubiic in taking testi- 
mony for the election contest, Was murdered 
in cold bleod for no’ other reason tin for 
daring so to act.

Barley will be made to pay at ieast doubie 
the present duty. Barley maltis the manu- 
factured product which comes from Canada, 
and that will have to pay an increase, or 
pro 40 cents a bushel. The committee 
will pro take wie ground that bdariey 
and bariey. malt can by every argument 
financially and morally be taxed to the full 
extent what the product will bear. 

Hay will have to pay aduty of probably $4 
aton mstead ot @as now. ‘Ine Canadian 
railroads bring hav into. the United States at 
such a low rate that it ean be sold in Bostoa, 
duty paid, for less money than New England 
farmers can market it. [t 1s expected that the 
duty on beans will be. made as high as 40 
cents a bushel, and peas will also be in- 
creased probavly toa like rate. At present 
the duty ts 10 cents a bushel. These are 
largely brought from Canada. 

The importauon of beans has grown large- 
ly in recent years, and.in 1888 over 1,000,000 
bushels were imported at New York City 
alone. In the whole country over 2,000,000 
bushels of beans and peas are imported an- 
nuaily.. This is largely due to the fact that 
they can be raised so much cheaper abroad 
because. of the differences in wages. Eggs, of 
which there are now about 16,000,000 dozen 
imported anaually, will have to pay a duty 
of five cents a dozen. Hides, which now 
come in free, will probably bave to pay a 
duty of 10 per cent ad vaiorem, and apples 25 
cents a bushel.

CHICAGO AND THE FAIR, 


Watterson on the Mean Spirit of the New 
York Press. 

Louisville Courier-Journal: Chicago has 
taken the pains to deny that she is soliciting 
in Eastern cities subs >riptions to the expense 
fund of the World’s Fair. That she was do- 
ing so had been intimated in some of our 
Eastern contemporaries, and Chicago pride 
being aroused the rumor was at once set at 
rest. 

Not having asked aid it was proper for Chi- 
cago todeny that she had done so. But it is 
certainly in no sense improper for her to so- 
licit help from other citiés. whether of the 
East, the West, the North, or the South. The 
Columbian quadri-centennial, as we take it, is 
net intended to re nt the achievements 
of the Mississippi Valley alone, bat it 1s to be 
the medium through which all America is to 
exhibit the results of 400 years. For reasons 
satisfactory to the majority who voted for 
that city Chicago has been practically setuled 
as the point of location. 

The choice of the Illinois metropolis did 
not make the enterprise a sectional affair. 
Neitner would the selection of New York 
have placed itin the hands of the Kastern 
States alone. lt was understood that where- 
ever it should be located the whoie United 
States wasto aidin making it a success. 
We therefore see no impropriety in Chicago 
receiving aid from other cities, especially as 
such contributions would be given through 
private channels, no municipal appropria- 
tions being asked. 

Since the defeat of that city there has been 
a@tenaency in the New. York press to decry 
the proposed Fair. There are no outrient 
attacks upon Chi but any trifling diffi- 


yts ~gpoh to the fullest 
extent possible, and the great journals of 
New York are now daily endeavoring to cre- 
ate the impression that it 1s to be a setional 
affair alone. 

Such conduct is very unfair on the part of 
New York. The metropolis was fairly beat- 
en and should submit with the grace which 
marks the open and honest competitor. In- 
stead of sulking and throwing cold water 
upon the enterprise she ehould aid 1t as much 
as she can, and remember that ail America, 
and not Chicago alone, wjil gain by its suc- 
cess or lose by its failure. But New York, 
while a very large city, is guilty of very 
small things sometimes. She should romem- 
ber that she is one of the three great Capi- 
tals of the world and forget her spieen. It 
might be natural for a country town to 
behave in that manper, but it certainly does 
not become the first city of America. 

While the C.urier-Journal previous to the 
trial of the issue espoused neither the cause 
of Chicago ner of any other city, preferring 
to abide by the choice of Congress, it has ac- 
cepted the vote 1n the House as equivalent to 
a decision, and if it can aid Chicago in any 
manner it will giadly doso. i} would have 
done as much for New York had that city 
been more fortunate. Chicago being the 
winner, we wish to see her have the aid and 
good wishes of the entire Union. 

This is not a time for small spite and petty 

narreis. A World’s Fair, worthy of the 

nited States, must be a magnificent achieve- 
ment, and it requires the codperation of all 
to attain that much desired result.

Concerning Some Alleged Colossal Fort- 
unes- The Astors’ Wealth a Case in 
Point—Facts Gleaned from One of Their 
Confidential Employea—Are Great Fort- 
unes & Public Menace?—The Men of 
Meany Millions Are Mainly Mythical. 


New York, Mareh 9%.—[Special Worre- 
spondence. |—Miliions and Munchausenisms. 
A text refiecting the mental condition of 
most New-Yorkers today. Everything runs 
towards millions. Wherever you find halfe 
dozen men in confab you will soon discover 
that the central topic of conversation is mill- 
ions. _Vanderbiit’s millions, Jay Gould’s 
millions, Hearst’s millions, Mackay’s mull- 
ions. Egad, you almost’ imagine they knew 
just bow many’ mén and women, too, pos- 
sess millions, how they acauired them, and 
how they are holding on to them. 

Glorious idea, eh? Worth ten hundred 
thousand doliars! Multiply this by ten, or 
fifty, or one bundred ana fifty. It hardiy 
leaves anything for che imagination. Yet 
imaginatiog and. exaggeration never ruo 
amuck more recklessly than when dealing 
with these New York men of millions. Some 
are denounced as -living embodiments of 
scoundrelism. ‘Others are worshiped with 
more ardent devotion than the recaicitrant 
followers of Moses bowed down before the 
golden image, as tne Rhinelanders, the Bel- 
monts, Potters, and the Astors. 

THE ASTOR MILLIONS. 

I spent the greater porton of last evening 
with a man who has been thirty years in con- 
fidential employ with the Astors. How he 
laughed over the gusb, and lies, and twaddle 
recently printed about that family. “ They 
say,” he said, ‘that the original Jacob from 
Waldorf, Baden-Baden, left $20,000,000. His 
estate didn’t reach $7,000,000. They insist 
that since he died in °42 his estate bas 
grown from $20,000,000 to $150,000,000; 
that the income of the gentleman who 
has just passed away was upwards of 
$5,000,000 a year; that the present 
heir, William Waidorf Astor, really came 
into possession of the estate five years ago. 
Ridiculous statement. Well may people in- 
guire how long it will be before the Astors 
and Vanderbilts become powerful enough to 
control the couutry. Old John Jacob’s son, 
Wilham B., darme his lifetime added about 
$15,000,000 to the $7,000,000 left bim. William 
B.’s son, John Jacob ll, the man who died 
last week, managed to “‘salt away ’’ $30,000, - 
Qv0 during the twenty odd years he controlled 
the fortune. His average income was less 
than $2,000,000. You ‘will see, therefore, 
that ‘instead of #$150,000,000 the estate 
only reaches about $52,000,000, while the 
income is only about two-fifths of. the 
amount stated by someof the papers. Now 
as to the point dbout the transfer five years 
before death, onséense. The estate became 
the rightful property of the present heir, by 
the termsof his grandfather’s will, the in- 
Stant he was born. And as this man also 
hasason the estate is bis in like manner. 
But no heir can touch or control until his 
father has passed away. In proof of this let 
me cite a fact. John Jacob was signing 
leases three weéks ago today. If the prop- 
erty tad been transferred five years before 
he wouldn’t have dared to do so. Every act 
would have nullified itself.

IS IT A PUBLIC MENACE? 


Itseems like demolishing public idols to 
lop off a hundred millions from a man’s pocket 
money, doesn’t it? Yet enough is left to ac- 
count for tne colossal castles which the gar- 
rulous build. And the question recurs, Is 
it a good thing for the public that these vast 
estates accumulate? Assume that whe pres- 
ent heir, William W. Astor, ex-Minister to 
Italy, lives for twenty years and —— his 
father’s conservative methods, he will add, 
say, $25,000,000 to tne property. This will 
bring it up to $75,000,000. Given similar con- 
ditions and years’ control to his son, the 
bright, lignt-haired youth who stood by his 
grandfatner’s grave in Trinity Cemetery 
the other day, and 1930 =s: the 
family nest-e will amount to the 
neat sum of $100,000,000. Fram that period it 
wil! mount up faster and faster, reaching 
into hundreds of millions. But will it then 
become a menace to free institutions? 
Hardly. Because to be accumulative it must 
be circulated. While circulating it assists 
enterprise and produces labor for hundreds 
of thousands. Therefore while it takes it 
gives. This country is too vast and too ener- 
getic ever to be gominated by anv ten or ten 
hundred capitalists, even though they be 
milonaires ten times over. If new enter- 
prises need capital, or brokers having realty 
require help, or banks the cash to tide over 
temporary disaster, the Astors are ready to 
supply the needful for a tair profit and on 
fair collateral. That’s not very damaging. 

During a recent transaction down-town in 
New street Astor gave a check for $1,000,000 
for one parcel of reg) estate. When the 
last panic was on his huge bank balances 
were often attacked to help reai-estate 
owners ana brokers. True, in helping them 
he sustained prices and helped himself. Bout 
there was the money the public needed all 
the same.

His father is 

known chiefly in New York by reason of his 

putting up the altitadinous Navarro Fiats, 

and these possibly have made the name of 

José F. Navarro more widély known in New 
York than any other one thing. 

The ancestors of the Navarros, however, 
have been distinguisbed for other reasons 
than marrying lovely actresses or because 
they have constructed Gonspicuous avart- 
ment houses. It is said that Pedro Navarro, 
one of their progenitors, participated in the 
siege of Grenada, and thereafter accom- 
panied Columbus on his second voyage to 


America, which occurred ip #498. Thereafter 


he became famous, both wuoder Italian and 
African skies, as a military,commender, and 
was ennobied with the o2 Count Pedro 
Navarro. . 

According to veritable family records the 
Navarros thereafter were distinguished by 
exploits both on. sea ead land. Antonio 
Navarro, another courageous member of the 
family, is said to have defeated Sir Francis 
Drake at Vera Cruz and to have taken part 
in the reconquest of Florida. His services 
were recognized by Philip IL, and in 1579 he 
was made Admiral-in-Chief of all the naval 
forces in America,.. Still another ancestor, 
so itis stated, Juan José Navarro, was in 
command of the Spanish fleet in 1744 and de- 
feated the British men-of-war negr Twuulon. 
His force was so muct inferior td’the enemy 
that the English Admirals were gummoned 
home and were compelied to stand trial. In 
recognition of this famous victory Nevarro 
was raised to the highest rank of nobility in 
Spain and given the title of Marquis de la 
Victoria. . 

On the mother’s side young Navarro is the 
grandson of John H. Dykers, President of 
the New York and Hariem railroad at one 
time and the senior member of the old 
banking firm of Dykers, Alstyne & Co. This 
house was established in 1823 ‘and remained 
in busingas forty yéars. Dykers, as tne 
name indicates, belongs to an old Holiand 
family, so that the subject of this notice 
unites both Dutch and Spanish strains. An- 
tonio Navarro was born in 1860 and is the 
eidest son. He was graduated from Colum- 
bia College and was admitted to the bar in 
June, 1884. He and his brother have prac 
ticed law, and the firm is locatea at No. 45 
Broadway. It 1s generally conceded that 
young Navarro is a very handsome and 
wonderfully accomplished young fellow.—

A WAKE OVER THE L085 OF THE FAIR. 


Mourners Open the Filoed-Gates of Grief 
at Del monico‘’s— Making Faces at Chicago. 

New York World, March 9: There was a 
wake over the World’s Fair at Delmonico’s 
last night. It was held by 120 representatives 
of the lumber trade of New York and vicin- 
ity. Among the invited guests were ex-Sena- 
tor Warner Miller, Col. Biliott FP. Shepard, 
James W. Tappin, Congressman A. P: F.tch, 
ex-Controlier H. W. Cannon, and ex-Gov. W. 
M. Bunn of Philadelphia. | 

The toastiuaster was Charles Watrous, and 
he first called upon Wilson Godfrey to talk 
about the lumber trade. Mr. Godfrey was 
the representative of the interest on the 
World’s Fair General Committee. 

“Weare assembied,” said he, “to cele- 
brate the defeat of the World’s Fair in New 
York because we cannot celebrate a victory. 
But we did not lose everything when we lost 
the Fair; we saved dur subscriptions to the 
guarantee fund. There are three reasons 
why we lost tne Fair: First, because Coium- 
bus discovered America on the anniversary 
of a Presidential election, either through 
cussedness or at the instance of Chicago; 
second, because of an epidemic, whereby 
men of hitherto irreproachable Republican- 
ism became, so it was said, Tammanyites; 
third, because we raised too much for our 
guarantee fund. Unlike Chicago, we raised a 
preliminary fund of $40,000 ana $15,000,000 
fora guarantee fund, while the Wind City 
raisea a big preliminary fund and only $40,000 
guarantee fund.” [Great laughter. | 

Congressman Fitch said New York did not 
lose the Fair upon the’ merits of the argu- 
ment. Means were adopted unworthy of 
Americans to wrest the Fair from us. One 
of these was that New York was peopled 
mostly with foreigners [Tammany Hall}, and 
that this city had nothing in common with 
the rest of the country. [Fact.} ‘This he re- 
pudiated as a falsehood. 

Warner Miller said he would not try to 
controvert the reasons given by Mr. Godfrey 
for the loss of the Fair to New York. He 
reiterated the statement he had often made 
before, that there was no politics in the 
World’s Fair as it was pro to be organ- 
ized. The Fair in New York would have 
been greater than it could be anywhere else, 
but he believed it was well to know wher we 
were beaten and, for one, he felt like con- 
gratulating Chi :

MRS. HARRISON'S 


In order that the question of extending the 
mansion may receive immediate attention 
Mrs. Harrison has spent much time and 
thought on just how it may be done. The re- 
sult of her work is the plan presented, which 
has been prepared by Mr. Fred D. Owen from 
her own suggestions. 

For esthetic: as well as economicai reasons 
fh is. tobe - 
preserved intact, with the fon on the 
east and west of two buildingsin the same 
architectural style, the three to be connected 
by colonnaded corridors.. The conservatories 
complete an octagonal design surrounding 
the inner court. 

Tne arrangement of the details and artistic 
effects conveys the idea of grandeur and pa- 
triotic interest. The original building is to 
be devoted exclusively to the uses of an ex- 
ecutive residence. On the west is the official 
wing, approached from the Departments of 
State, War, and Navy, and arran on the 
tirst floor with a diplomatic audience room 
and ante-rooms for guests at receptions. The 
connecting range, or statuary hall, forms the 
way to the main building, where the Presi- 
dent and lady receive. e second floor of 
this wing contains the office of the President, 
executive library and Cabinet room, private : 
secretaries’ and clerks’ rooms. 

From the main building, towards the east, 
another broad passage similar to that on the 
west opens into the public wing containing 
the gallery of paintings and treasures of 
art and history.’ This wing will be open to 
visitors. 

The conservatories on the south form not 
only wu scene of tropical beauty in winter, 
when social gayeties are at their height, but 
@ grana promenace back to the entrance 
wing and ante-rooms, thus obviating thé 
crowding which occurs in large gatherings. 
The outer measurement of this architectural 
rectangle of edifices is 425 feet from east to 
west and 350 feet north to south. | 

The inner court or park, 250 feet square, is 
turbed and arranged in parterfres, with a 
grand allegorical fountain in tae center com- 
memorating the discovery of America ia 
1492. laving ot the corner-st0ve of the Exe- 
cutive Mansion in 1792, and the triumph of 
free institutions in 1892. The fountain will 
represent the landing of Columbus and bis 

cers on the Oétober gedaan, “ed 1492 from 
the Santa Maria, Pinta, and Nina, gvith the 
island of Guanahbam in the distance. Sub- 
sidiary figuresowill re t the different 
ages of exploration, “colonization, in- 
dependence, and National progress. 
This .piece would not only be an ef- 
fective feature in the artistic entirety of 
the executive residence, but would serve asa 
memorial of Columbus’ discovery of the new 
world and the laying of the corner-stone of 
the official home of the Presidents of the 
American Republic, the former Oct. 12, 1492, 
and the latter Oct. 13, 1792. The fountain 
would have ‘the attachments of hght and 
colors by night. ~- 3 

The advantage of this comprehensive plan 
is asythmetrical addition to the building. 
The construction of tne conservatories on 
the south admits sunshine, winter warmth, 
and summer breezes into each of the build- 
ings without obstruction. The view from 
the windows is also unbrokefl. The court

The cost is estimated at $700, with such 
additional expenditures as may allowed 
for elaboration of details, Grection of ter- 
races, and embellishment of the ground.
